The laft Letrers from Paris, which are of the 7th 
Inftant, O. 8. fay, That M. Seguin, Advocate to 
the Parliament of Bretagne, has pubdiith’d a Pam- 
p'let at Rennes, in 4q Pages in 4to, inticuled, The 
True Secret of the Longitude difiovered : In which he 
declares, that he has found out a new and the only 
Method for difcoveriug the Longitude, both at Sea 
and Land, to the greateft Nicety ; without having 
Recourfe to Eclipies, Pendulums, and Regulators. 
But he referves it to himfelf, to difcover the Secret 
hereafter, when a Provifional Reward is fertled, 
which he fixes at 60,000 Livres ; or otherwife he 
fhall doom a Difcovery of fuch v.tt Importance, to 
Eternal Silence. 

The Royal Academy of Infcriptions and Belles 
Lettres at Paris, has declared the Thefis for the 
Prize, which is to be diftributed in a Full Affembly, 
after Eafter, 1739, viz. What was the Day and 
Month of the Roman Year, on which the Confuls ufed 
to enter into their Office, from the Time of the Expulfion 
of the Kings to the Death of Julius Cafar: With the 
Variations that bave happened in that Cuftom from Time 
to Time. 

A Letter from Conftantinople, which makes men- 
tion of the late Grand Vizier, fays that that Mi- 
nifter had a good Share of very fine Qualities, and 
was reckoned one of the belt Politicians in the Oito- 
man Empire ; but that his Dilgrace was owing to a 
certain Fickienels of Temper, and a navural Timt- 
dity, fo rhat he could never prevail on himfcif to 
pals the Dneifter to meet che Ruthans, and hinder 
them fiom taking Oczakow, tho’ he had a numerous 
arid brave Army under his Command.

Letters from Paris fay, That M. de Maupertuis, 
one of the Members of the Royal Academy of Sci- 
ences, who went by the King’s Order to Lapland, 
to determine the Figure of she Earth, in the fartheft 

Degree. of North Latitude, read a Memorial to the 

Society of the 1ft Inftanr, of the Obfervations they 
made in that|Country: Wherein he demonftrated, 
with great Perfpicuity and Elegance, that the true 

Figure of the Earth isa Spheroid, which grows flat 

towards the Poles. Which is a Confirmation of what 

Sir Ifaac Newton, M. Huygens, and feveral other 

celebrated Geometricians, before obferved in The- 

ory. A Spheroid is a Term given to a Body, which 
fomewhat refembles the Figure of a Sphere, but 1s 
not exactly round as that is, and has a bigger Dia- 
meter.
